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1. GOD'S COMMAND 


EVERYONE WHO looks back to the time when he made his 
surrender to Christ remembers the attempts which Satan 
made to hinder that great decision. Those who smile at the 
mention of Satan’s name have never undertaken anything 
for God, for a man naturally does not feel the opposition 
of the enemy until he has taken up arms against the 
enemy. In Matthew 13, Jesus speaks of Satan’s endeavor 
to catch away the seed of the Word, or to sow tares to 
choke out the good seed. 

Certainly the enemy who opposed the first move to- 
ward God will continue to oppose any decision that would 
take a person on to an overcoming life and walk with 
God. In the Old Testament are many stories for our 
admonition, and we hear Pharaoh, the enemy of God’s 
people, saying, “I will let you go...only ye shall not 
go very far away” (Exodus 8:28). Too many people 
leave the bondage of sin, only to continue living on 
the very borderline of their Christian experience instead 
of going on to a Spirit-filled life. The same Bible which 
says, “Ye must be born again,” also says, “Be filled with 
the Spirit.” 

When John the Baptist saw Jesus as God’s answer to 
the sin question, he recognized not only a Christ who 
would die for sin but also One who would provide a 
baptism in the Holy Spirit, to give power over sin. The 
same John who cried, “Behold the Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin of the world” (John 1:29), also 
cried, “He shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost and 
with fire” (Luke 3:16). 

In accord with this announcement made by John, Jesus 
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said, “For John truly baptized with water; but ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost not many days hence’”’ (Acts 
1:5). “Ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me” (Acts 
1:8). The devil does not want to see a powerful church, 
nor does he want to see a witnessing church. Consequently, 
untiring attacks are thrown against the message of the 
baptism in the Holy Spirit, God’s answer to man’s need 
for power. For every call to repentance and every Scripture 
passage pointing out the plan of salvation the Epistles 
contain an equal proportion of Scripture admonishing 
every believer to be filled with the Spirit and to walk 
in the Spirit in a life of fruitful service. 

The first attack made by Satan against man in the 
beginning came in subtle question, “Yea, hath God said?” 
(Genesis 3:1). The devil still continues his same tactics 
of endeavoring to catch away the good seed of the Word 
and to inject man’s opinion or some false conception 
in the place of the simple truth of God’s Word. 

The command of God’s Word, “Be filled with the 
Spirit,” is not something to be lightly treated, for it may 
spell the difference between a fruitful life or a fruitless 
life, a life of spiritual power or a life of carnal defeat. 
Some may criticize or endeavor to complicate the simple 
command of the Word, “Be filled with the Spirit,” but 
that is no grounds for anyone to reject the truth of the 
Scripture. The Word of God and not the opinion of 
man will be our final judge, even as the Master declared, 
“The word that I have spoken, the same shall judge 
him in the last day” (John 12:48). James goes one 
step further and says, ‘“Therefore to him that knoweth to 
do good, and doeth it not, to him it is sin” (James 
4:17). ; 


2. THE PURPOSE OF THE BAPTISM 


ALTHOUGH CHRIST was indeed the Son of God, yet He 
carried on His earthly ministry in a body of flesh, even as 
Paul says, “And took upon him the form of a servant, 
and was made in the likeness of men” (Philippians 2:7) . 
Christ, who was often weary in body, slept in the vessel 
on storm-tossed Galilee, or rested by the wayside well 
in Samaria. Because Christ dwelt in a human temple as 
other men, He was limited to ministering to one group 
at one time, and could never reach the entire world 
by continuing His personal ministry. Christ’s plan for 
reaching the whole world is expressed in Acts 1:8: “But 
ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth.” 

If men were to carry on the ministry of Christ, they 
needed the same power that rested upon Him; for the 
Master’s ministry was a ministry of power, and that 
power was the anointing of the Holy Spirit. Luke says, 
“And Jesus returned in the power of the Spirit into 
Galilee” (Luke 4:14). And the Master Himself declared, 
“The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, because he hath 
anointed me to preach the gospel to the poor” (Luke 4: 
18). Peter said, “God anointed Jesus of Nazareth with 
the Holy Ghost and with power” (Acts 10:38). If Christ 
declared, “Greater works than these shall ye do, because 
I go to my Father,” then the same power that rested 
upon Christ must also rest upon His servants, and that 
is exactly what Jesus promised. We hear Him saying, 
“Nevertheless I tell you the truth; it is expedient for 
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you that I go away: for if I go not away, the Comforter 
will not come unto you; but if I depart, I will send 
him unto you” (John 16:7). 

If the very purpose of God in providing the baptism in 
the Holy Spirit is to empower men to carry on His work, 
then this power is essential so long as the work of Christ 
goes on. How inconsistent it is with Scripture, as well as 
with reason, to state that God would provide this baptism 
of power for the disciples alone, and yet some are guilty 
of making such a foolish statement. Only those ignorant of 
the Scripture could suggest that the baptism in the Holy 
Spirit is not for all. Could anything be more plain than the 
statement of God’s Word, “‘And it shall come to pass in the 


‘last days, saith God, I will pour out of my Spirit upon all 


flesh”? (Acts 2:17). And again, “For the promise is unto 
you, and to your children, and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God shall call” (Acts 2:39). 

God saved us to serve, and God expects fruit from every 
life. “Ye have not chosen me, but I have chosen you, and 
ordained you, that ye should go and bring forth fruit, and 
that your fruit should remain,” are the words of Christ 
in John 15:16. Christ cursed the fig tree that failed to 
produce fruit, and He condemned the unfaithful servant 
who failed to show results from his life as a steward. When 
Peter stated (Jehn 21) his love for Jesus, the Master 
simply states, “Feed my sheep,” and “Feed my lambs.” The 
purpose in the heart of Jesus in coming from the glories 
of heaven to a world of sin was to seek and to save 
the lost, and to destroy the works of the devil; and as 
Jesus carried on His ministry in the power of the Holy 
Spirit, it is His purpose that we carry on His work in 
the power of the same Spirit. 


3. THE WORK OF THE HOLY SPIRIT 


WHEN PAuL asked the Ephesian believers, ‘Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye believed?” they replied, 
“We have not so much as heard whether there be any 
Holy Ghost” (Acts 19:2). Do not smile at this answer 
from these early Christians at Ephesus. We live almost 
two thousand years this side of Calvary, and many are 
still ignorant of the personality and work of the Holy 
Spirit. 

The first work of the Holy Spirit is manifested in con- 
victing the sinner of his sin. Jesus said, “When he (the 
Comforter) is come, he will reprove the world of sin” 
(John 16:8). Without the conviction of the Holy Spirit, 
there is no sorrow for sin, for “All the ways of a man 
are clean in his own eyes” (Proverbs 16:2) . 

There is no meaning in the sacrifice of Calvary unless 
the Spirit of God makes Calvary real to the sinner’s 
heart. The apostle says, “The preaching of the cross 
is to them that perish foolishness; but unto us which are 
saved it is the power of God” (1 Corinthians 1:18). 
Again Paul says, “But the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for they are foolishness 
unto him: neither can he know them, because they are 


_ spiritually discerned” (1 Corinthians 2:14) . Human logic 


or natural reason cannot explain the great plan of re- 
demption. The message of the New Birth can only be 


revealed to the sinner’s heart by the Holy Spirit. That 


is why Paul states in 1 Corinthians 12:3, ‘No man can 


say that Jesus is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost.” 


When a man is converted, he is born of the Spirit. 
Jesus said to Nicodemus, ‘That which is born of the 
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flesh is flesh; and that which is born of the Spirit is 
spirit’ (John 3:6). When a man is born again, the 
Holy Spirit bears witness that he is a child of God, 
even as Paul declares, ‘““The Spirit itself beareth witness 

~~ with our spirit, that we are the children of God” (Romans 
8:16). 

ee are many who will acknowledge the Holy Spirit 
as the Convictor of sin and the Revealer of Christ and the 
One who bears witness in the heart of the convert, who will 
not acknowledge Him as the great Empowerer. Why 
should we limit the ministry of the Holy Spirit or the 
ministry of Christ? When Jesus was on earth, many 
would acknowledge Him as the Healer of the body but 
would not credit Him with power to forgive sin. Today 
there are those who will acknowledge Jesus as the Saviour 
of the soul, who will not acknowledge His power to 
heal the body or to baptize in the Holy Spirit; and yet 
the Word of God declares, “Jesus Christ the same yester- 
day, and today, and for ever” (Hebrews 13:8). Jesus is 
still the same—the Saviour, the Healer, the Advocate at 
the Father’s right hand, the great Baptizer, and our coming 
King. 

Christ encouraged the disciples to rejoice because their 
names were written in heaven (Luke 10:20), but the 
disciples were not baptized in the Spirit until the Day 
of Pentecost. The Samaritan believers saved under the 
ministry of Philip later were baptized in the Spirit when 
Peter and John ministered to them (Acts 8). The state- 
ment, “Ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost,” is 
repeated in Acts 1:5 and Acts 11:16. 


4. OUR NEED OF THE HOLY SPIRIT 


THE SINNER will never turn to Christ until he realizes 
his need of a Saviour, and a believer will never accept 
Christ as his Baptizer until he realizes how much he 
needs the baptism in the Holy Spirit. 

When Christ said, “But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you” (Acts 1:8), He 
stated the great need of the church. The command of 

_ Jesus in Luke 24:49 was, “Tarry ye in the city of Jerusa- 
lem, until ye be endued with power from on high.” If 
man’s ability and human wisdom would bring revival and 
accomplish the work of God, there would be great things 
done in these days of learning and human achievement. 
The greatest proof of man’s neglect of the Holy Spirit 
in this hour is the lack of power in so many churches. 
Thousands of churches are closed and countless others 

are carrying on the form of religion with no converts 
or revivals. Human logic cannot convince the unsaved 
that he is a sinner. Natural reason can never prove the 

_power of the blood of Christ to cleanse the sinner’s 

heart. This alone is the work of the Holy Spirit. God 
must have natural lips through which to speak, but the 
words must be touched by the Spirit of God. “The 
kingdom of God is not in word, but in power’ (1 Co- 
-_rinthians 4:20) . 
Paul realized that it was folly to try to combat spiritual 
forces of evil with human weapons. In describing the great 
spiritual battle, in Ephesians 6, he writes, “Finally, my 
brethren, be strong in the Lord, and in the power of his 
might. For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against powers, against the rulers 
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of the darkness of this world, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places.” In 2 Corinthians 10:4, Paul states, “For 
the weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down of strong holds.” Paul 
gives a brief appraisal of his own ministry in 1 Corinthians 
2:3,4: “And I was with you in weakness, and it in fear, 
and in much trembling. And my speech and my preaching 
was not with enticing words of man’s wisdom, but in 
demonstration of the Spirit and of power.” 

Men of the past who have been a blessing to this old 
world have been great in the power of the Holy Spirit 
rather than great in human accomplishment. ““The Spirit 
of the Lord came upon Gideon” (Judges 6:34) . “And the 
Spirit of the Lord came mightily upon him (Samson) ” 
(Judges 14:6). “And the Spirit of the Lord came upon 
David” (1 Samuel 16:13). The Spirit of the Lord came 
upon Peter in an upper room and transformed the big 
fisherman from a faltering disciple to a powerful witness, 
whose first sermon anointed by the Holy Ghost brought 
three thousand into the Kingdom. 

Every fundamental church in existence recognizes that 
the birthday of the Church was on the Day of Pentecost. 
The devil would try to frighten some people with the 
very name “Pentecost.” Although the word may not be 
included in modern vernacular, and may sound a little 
unwieldy to some, it was on the Jewish feast of Pentecost 
that God poured out the Holy Spirit on the Early Church. 
The Feast of Pentecost followed fifty days after the Feast 
of the Passover, when God provided salvation through 
Christ’s death on Calvary. Thousands of churches have 
closed in modern times because they ceased to honor 
the presence and ministry of the Holy Spirit. 


5. PAYING THE PRICE 


SALVATION Is the gift of God and certainly cannot be 
_ bought, yet certain conditions must be met before it be- 
comes man’s possession. The rich young ruler who came 
running to Jesus with his earnest desire for eternal life 
went away sad, simply because he was unwilling to pay 
the price of giving up all to become the follower of 
Jesus. Pilate found no fault in Christ, but being willing 
to please the people he said, “Let Jesus be crucified.” 
Many in the Master’s day would have followed Jesus, 
apart from the one hindrance: “For they loved the praise 
of men more than the praise of God” (John 12:48). 

Although Jesus gave the command to at least five hun- 
dred to tarry until they be endued with power from on 
high, only 120 obeyed the command. Although a great 
multitude of people beheld the disciples baptized in the 
Holy Spirit, only a portion believed, for the Word states 
there were varied reactions to what they beheld. “The 
multitude came together, and were confounded” (Acts 
2:6). “And they were all amazed and marveled” (Acts 2: 
7). “And they were all amazed and were in doubt, saying 
one to another, What meaneth this? Others mocking 
said, These men are full of new wine” (Acts 2:12, 13). 
If at the first outpouring of the Holy Ghost on the 
Day of Pentecost, the reaction of the crowd gazing upon 
the baptized believers was so varied, it is logical to expect 
every so-called religious person to embrace this experience 
in this modern day? Some will still doubt, and others will 
openly mock, but every person who believes God’s Word 
and desires spiritual power more than the praise of men 
will believe and receive. 
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Fear has kept more people out of heaven and has 
robbed more Christians of power than perhaps any other 
element. When Gideon called for soldiers 32,000 rallied 
to his side. When he announced the fearful should return 
home 22,000 deserted (Judges 7:3). When we read the 
list of those cast into the lake of fire, we find at the 
very top of the list “the fearful,” and then “the un- 
believing” (Revelation 21:8) . 

Although the promise of God is to pour out of His 
spirit upon all flesh in the last days, the Word of God 
has clearly stated that many will refuse God’s offer of 
pardon and power. Describing the modern powerless 
church, God’s Word declares, ““This know also, that in 
the last days perilous times shall come. For men shall 
be lovers of their own selves. ... Having a form of godli- 
ness, but denying the power thereof: from such turn away, 
. .. Ever learning, and never able to come to the knowl- 
edge of the truth” (2 Timothy 3:1-7) . 

The more a man lingers in the natural realm, the 
more strange will seem the supernatural realm. Reason 
cannot be applied to the miraculous, for the world by 
wisdom knows not God. The apostle simply states, “But 
the natural man receiveth not the things of the Spirit 
of God: for they are foolishness unto him: neither can 
he know them, because they are spiritually discerned” 
(1 Corinthians 2:14). It was “foolishness” for Moses to 
stretch out his hand over the Red Sea... but the waters 
parted. “Foolishness” for Israel to march around Jericho 
... but the walls fell down. Foolishness for a company of 
humble folk to gather in an upper room awaiting the 
promise of the Father in the baptism in the Holy Spirit 
... but the world today still feels the impact of their 
powerful ministry. 
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6. SPEAKING IN OTHER TONGUES 


IF SPEAKING IN tongues is in the Bible (and it is) it 
must be there for a reason. God will hold each one 
responsible to answer whether his own life has been 
lived in accordance with the Word of God. 

The disciples spoke in other tongues when they were 
baptized in the Holy Spirit, for we read, “And they 


_ were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak 


with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance” 
(Acts 2:4). When God called Peter to preach to the 
household of Cornelius, he was very reluctant to minister 
to a Gentile audience; and yet this same audience was 


_ saved under Peter’s ministry, and they were also baptized 
_in the Holy Spirit. We read: “While Peter yet spake 
_ these words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them which 


heard the word. And they of the circumcision which 
believed were astonished, as many as came with Peter, 
because that on the Gentiles also was poured out the 
gift of the Holy Ghost” (Acts 10:44, 45). How did they 
know the household of Cornelius had been baptized in 
the Holy Ghost? The following verse is very positive 
in stating, “For they heard them speak with tongues, 
and magnify God” (Acts 10:46). When the Ephesian 
believers received the Holy Spirit, we read, “And they 
spake with tongues, and prophesied” (Acts 19:6) . 

It is possible to have a guest dwelling in the guest room 
of your house who may not have access to the remainder 
of the home if you hold the key to the other rooms. Only 
when you have unlocked the door to every room and 
allowed your guest access to the entire building will 
the guest have complete occupation of the house. ‘The 
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apostle says, “What? know ye not that your body is 
the temple of the Holy Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your own?” (1 Corinthians 
6:19). If the body is the temple of the Holy Ghost, 
it is extremely important that we make available to Him 
all the avenues of the temple. Paul makes his appeal in 
Romans 12:1: “I beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, that ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which is your reason- 
able service.” 

To be baptized in the Spirit is to be immersed in the 
Holy Spirit or completely given over to Him. Two 
faculties last to be surrendered always are man’s mind 
and his tongue. Almost from earliest childhood, children 
will manifest a will and a determination which does not 
want to be broken. But in speaking in an unknown tongue, 
the mind and the tongue are given over completely to 
the Holy Spirit, for Paul says in 1 Corinthians 14:14, “If 
I pray in an unknown tongue, my spirit prayeth, but 
my understanding is unfruitful.”” Concerning the tongue, 
James writes, “But the tongue can no man tame; it 
is an unruly evil, full of deadly poison” (James 3:8). 
Baptism in the Spirit is compared by both Jesus and 
John to baptism in water. A man may take a drink 
of water to give him life, or he may be baptized in water; 
they are different experiences entirely, although the ele- 
ment of water remains the same. A man may be 
born of the Spirit when he receives spiritual life, but 
the baptism in the Spirit is experienced when given 
over completely to the Holy Ghost. As in water baptism, 
the candidate yields to the baptizer until completely im- 
mersed in water, so in the Spirit’s baptism, the seeker 
yields to Christ until completely given over to the Holy 
Spirit. 
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7. PRAYING IN THE UNKNOWN TONGUE 


CERTAINLY SPEAKING in the unknown tongue is not the 
only phase of the Holy Spirit’s ministry in the life of 
the baptized believer. But if it touches the believer’s 
prayer life, it is touching one of the important phases 
of his existence. When the question is asked, “Of what 
value is speaking in tongues?’ a counter-question may 
be honestly asked, ‘“‘Of what value is a man’s prayer life?” 
For the Word of God shows the definite value of 
_ praying in the unknown tongue. 
_ Great men have been great because they have been 
_ great in prayer. The scriptural admonition is, “Pray with- 
out ceasing.” Jesus said, ‘“Men ought always to pray.” And 
in speaking of prayer, Paul definitely mentioned two 
types of praying: on the one hand, there is praying with 
the understanding, when the mind guides the prayer in 
asking God for petitions that the heart desires; and on the 
other, praying in the unknown tongue, when the Spirit 
guides the prayer in an utterance unknown to the human 
| mind. Paul writes: “For if I pray in an unknown tongue, 
“my spirit prayeth, but my understanding is unfruitful. 
| What is it then? I will pray with the spirit, and I will pray 
: with the understanding also: I will sing with the spirit, 
and I will sing with the understanding also” (1 Corinthi- 
ans 14:14, 15). 
The value of praying in the unknown tongue is empha- 
sized more fully in Romans 8:26, 27: “Likewise the Spirit 
also helpeth our infirmities: for we know not what we 
: should pray for as we ought: but the Spirit itself maketh 
intercession for us with groanings which cannot be uttered. 
And He that searcheth the hearts knoweth what is 


a mind of the Spirit, because he maketh intercession 
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for the saints according to the will of God.” The key 
word in this passage is the word “for.” “We know not 
what we should pray for as we ought.” The Word does 
not state that we do not know how to pray. It rather 
emphasizes the truth that with the limitations of our 
human mind, we may not know what to pray for as we 
ought, so the Spirit Himself helps our infirmities. He 
assists us, in our human limitations, and He makes inter- 
cession according to the will of God. So there is the 
twofold privilege of the baptized believer: he can pray 
with his own understanding, or can allow the Holy Spirit 
to guide the prayer according to His own will. 

The prayer in the unknown tongue does not necessarily 
need to be an utterance in a foreign language understood 
by one of another nationality. In fact, the Word is 
quite explicit: “For he that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue speaketh not unto men, but unto God” (that is 
prayer) : “for no man understandeth him: howbeit in the 
spirit he speaketh mysteries.” (1 Corinthians 14:2) . 

The question might be asked, ‘““What benefit is brought 
to the individual when praying in the unknown tongue, 
if he does not understand what he is saying?” Paul 
answers this question in the fourth verse of 1 Corinthians 
14, by saying, “He that speaketh in an unknown tongue 
edifieth himself.” The word “edify” means to “build up.” 
In Jude 20 we read, “Building up yourselves on your 
most holy faith, praying in the Holy Ghost.”’ In Ephesians 
6:18, Paul said, “Praying always with all prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit.” Any effective prayer is a 
spiritual exercise, for Jesus said, “God is a Spirit: and 
they that worship him must worship him in spirit and 
in truth” (John 4:24). Praying in the unknown tongue 
is launching farther into the spiritual realm, where the 
Holy Spirit guides the prayer and the utterance according 
to His own will (Romans 8:27) . 
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8. THE GIFT OF TONGUES 


EVERY THING THAT God provides for mankind may be 
considered a gift, as the Word of God speaks of salvation 
as a gift, and the baptism in the Holy Spirit it calls 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. Following the experience of 
the baptism in the Holy Spirit, God has provided nine 
special gifts of the Spirit which are bestowed upon in- 


_ dividuals according to God’s will, equipping them for 


specialized service. These nine gifts of the Spirit are 
outlined by Paul in | Corinthians 12:8-10. 
Among the nine gifts of the Spirit named by Paul 


are mentioned the “gift of tongues,” the “gift of inter- 


pretation,” and the “gift of prophecy.’ All three of 
these gifts are Spirit guided utterances and are for public 
use in the worship service that the church might be 
edified. Prophecy is a Spirit guided message to the church 
_ for the purpose of edification, exhortation, and comfort 
_ (1 Corinthians 14:3). The gift of tongues along with 
the gift of interpretation accomplishes the very samc 
effect (1 Corinthians 14:5) . 

Paul clearly discriminates between the gift of tongues, 
which is a message directed by the Spirit to the people 
of the entire congregation that all might be edified, and 
the speaking with other tongues in praising and praying 
in one’s private devotional life. 

The gift of tongues along with the gift of interpretation 
must not be exercised more than three times in one 
service, according to the instruction in | Corinthians 


14:27. If one should be present who has the gift of 


tongues and there is no interpreter present, they should 
remember Paul’s words, “But if there be no interpreter, 
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let him keep silence in the church; and let him speak 
to himself, and to God” (1 Corinthians 14:28) . 

The gift of tongues with the gift of interpretation are 
not necessarily given to every person, as they are listed 
among the nine gifts which the Scripture declares are 
divided to the members severally according to God's 
will. “For to one is given by the Spirit the word of 
wisdom; to another the word of knowledge by the same 
Spirit; to another faith by the same Spirit; to another 
the gifts of healing by the same Spirit; to another the 
working of miracles; to another prophecy; to another 
discerning of spirits; to another divers kinds of tongues; 
to another the interpretation of tongues: but all these 
worketh that one and the selfsame Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as he will” (1 Corinthians 12:8-11). 

When Paul asks the question, “Do all have the gifts of 
healing? do all speak with tongues? do all interpret?” 
the answer is “No” to each of these questions. For God 
does not give every baptized believer the gift of tongues 
and the gift of interpretation any more than He would 
give to every Spirit-filled Christian the gift of miracles and 
the gifts of healings. God divides these gifts severally 
as He wills. 

There are many who have been baptized in the Holy 
Spirit, with speaking in other tongues, and have continued 
to enjoy a prayer life of praying and praising God in 
the unknown tongue, who have never exercised the gift 
of tongues by bringing a message publicly to the con- 
gregation. The same apostle who said, “I thank my 
God, I speak with tongues more than ye all” (1 Corin- 
thians 14:18), also declared, “I will pray with the spirit, 
and I will pray with the understanding also: I will sing 
with the spirit, and I will sing with the understanding 
also” (1 Corinthians 14:15). 
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9. TONGUES AS A SIGN TO THE UNBELIEVER 


In 1 CorInTHIANs 14: 22, we read, “Wherefore tongues are 
for a sign, not to them that believe, but to them that 
believe not.” In Mark 16:17, 18, Jesus said, “And these 
signs shall follow them that believe... they shall speak 
with new tongues; ...they shall lay hands on the sick, 
and they shall recover.” When God promised to confirm 
the Word with signs following, we read in Mark 16 that 
one of those signs is the healing of the sick. The healing 
of the man lame from birth, by Peter and John, brought 
five thousand conversions (Acts 4:4). The healing of 
the lame man by Paul, in Acts 14:10, was allowed to be 
a sign to the unbelievers. As God has allowed the miracles 
of healing on occasions to be a sign to the unbeliever, 
so God has also allowed the supernatural utterance in 
the unknown tongue to be a sign to the unbeliever. 

On the Day of Pentecost there was an example of 
tongues as a sign to the unbeliever. “And there were 
dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, devout men, out of every 
nation under heaven. Now when this was noised abroad, 
the multitude came together and were confounded, be- 
cause that every man heard them speak in his own 
language. And they were all amazed and marvelled, 
saying one to another, Behold, are not all these which 
speak Galileans? And how hear we every man in our 
own tongue, wherein we were born?” (Acts 2:5-8) . 

Back in the 1920’s a young man attending a church 
service in Winnipeg, Canada, gave a clear ringing message 


_in the Hebrew language. The speaker had never learned 
this language from books, but as he spoke under the 


direction of the Holy Spirit, a Jewish rabbi was wonder- 
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fully converted. God allowed the message in tongues to 
be a sign to him. 

Some years ago in Los Angeles, a learned atheist at- 
tended a revival meeting where people were being saved 
and baptized in the Holy Spirit according to Acts 2:4. 
As the atheist drew near to where people were praying 
and seeking God, a young lady fourteen years of age spoke 
to him under the anointing of the Holy Spirit. The 
message was in perfect Latin, and was understood by 
the atheist, who dropped on his knees and cried to God 
for mercy. God had allowed the message in tongues to 
be a sign to this man. 

Some years ago, a well-known evangelist was addressing 
a Chinese audience in Vancouver, Canada. While he 
was speaking through a Chinese interpreter, suddenly 
the Spirit of God anointed the evangelist and he addressed. 
the Chinese audience in their own tongue, and many 
were saved on that occasion where God again allowed 
the utterance in other tongues to be a sign to unbelievers. 

In Cumberland, Maryland, a lady received her baptism 
in the Holy Spirit, and her skeptical husband opposed 
her, thinking her to be fanatical. The husband under- 
stood the German language and the wife did not. As 
the Spirit of God came upon the wife, she spoke to 
her husband in the German tongue. He understood the 
message given by his wife, and was greatly impressed. 
God allowed the utterance in the unknown tongue to 
be a sign to the unbelieving husband. 
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10. CONDITIONS FOR RECEIVING 


WHEN THE DISCIPLES were baptized in the Holy Spirit. 
the multitudes which had assembled cried out, “Men and 
brethren, what shall we do?” (Acts 2:37). In response 
to this question, Peter replied, “Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost” (Acts 2:38) . 
There is only one sin that can keep any man away 
from God, and that is the sin that he will not confess. 
David says, “If I regard iniquity in my heart, the Lord 
will not hear me” (Psalm 66:18). Any man who is 
willing to make a full and complete surrender to Christ 
has the promise of 1 John 1:9, “If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
_ cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” 
_ The Christian’s only authority to enter the presence 
_of a holy God is through the shed blood of Jesus. Paul 
| writes in Hebrews 10:19, “Having therefore, brethren, 
| boldness to enter into the holiest by the blood of Jesus.” 
| To the Hebrews these words were highly significant, for 
they realized that God had instructed the Tabernacle 
of old to be built in three compartments. First there was 
the outer court where sacrifices for sin were made; then 
the holy place; and finally the Holy of Holies where 
the glory of God overshadowed the mercy seat and the 
ark of the covenant. When Jesus died on Calvary, the 
temple veil was rent in twain and access was made by the 
shed blood of Jesus into the very Holy of Holies where 
the glory of God was to be found. 

The fact that the blood of Jesus has power to cleanse 
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the sinner’s heart and make him a clean temple fit to 
receive the Holy Ghost in all of His fullness, is clearly 
proven in the story of Cornelius and his household. Peter 
was preaching remission of sin, and the Holy Ghost 
descended upon them. They were baptized in the Holy 
Ghost, speaking in other tongues and magnifying God. In 
recounting the story to others, Peter said: “And as I began 
to speak, the Holy Ghost fell on them, as on us at 
the beginning. Then remembered I the word of the Lord, 
how that he said, John indeed baptized with water; 
but ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost. Forasmuch 
then as God gave them the like gift as he did unto 
us, who believed on the Lord Jesus Christ, what was I, 
that I could withstand God?” (Acts 11:15-17) . 

In Acts 15:8, 9 Peter once again emphasized the power 
of the blood of Jesus to completely cleanse the sinner’s 
heart and make him ready to receive the Holy Spirit. 
Referring once again to the household of Cornelius, Peter 
declared, “And God, which knoweth the hearts, bare 
them witness, giving them the Holy Ghost, even as he 
did unto us: and put no difference between us and them, 
purifying their hearts by faith.” 

In every instance in the Book of Acts when the Holy 
Ghost was given, following the Day of Pentecost, it was 
new converts who received the Holy Spirit. In Acts 8, the 
new converts from Philip’s revival in Samaria received. 
In Acts 9:17, Saul, the persecuting Pharisee that met 
Christ on the Damascus Road, received his sight and 
the Holy Spirit. In Acts 10, the household of Cornelius 
received. In Acts 19, the believers at Ephesus received. 
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Il. YOU CAN HAVE FAITH 


GoD WOULD NEVER give the command, “Have faith in 
God,” if man was incapable of obeying it. 

When God made man in the beginning, He gave him 
the ability to love and believe. Every living person ex- 
presses love and faith in some direction. The sinner’s 
love and faith are perverted, the Christian’s love and 

faith are purified. The Bible speaks of those who love 
the world, and the pleasures of the world, and also speaks 
of those who trust in riches and trust in the arm of 
flesh. God calls His children to love Him and set their 
affections on things that are above. The Scripture also 
challenges man to trust in God and trust in His Word. 
Before salvation comes to a heathen, he places his faith 
in idols. Before salvation comes to those in the civilized 
world, faith is placed in good works, lodges, or even 
religious forms. The first work of the Holy Spirit in con- 
' victing the sinner of his sin is to show the unworthiness of 
| man-made professions and then to reveal Christ as the 
| true foundation. “Look unto me, and be ye saved, all the 
ends of the earth,” is the call of God in Isaiah 45:22. 
Man’s first step of faith brings him salvation, and every 
| succeeding experience that man receives from God comes 
only in response to faith. Paul said “For I am not ashamed 
|of the gospel of Christ: for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that believeth; ... for therein 
is the righteousness of God revealed from faith to faith” 
| (Romans 1:16, 17). 
Paul wrote to the Corinthians, “But I fear, lest by any 
means, as the serpent beguiled Eve through his subtilty, 
|so your minds should be corrupted from the simplicity 
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that is in Christ” (2 Corinthians 11:3). The Word of 
God encourages us to guard against Satan’s attack by 
“Bringing into captivity every thought to the obedience 
of Christ” (2 Corinthians 10:5). The mind is like a 
one-way street, and if positive thoughts are kept moving 
in this channel there is no room for the negative. Isaiah 
writes ‘““Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, whose mind 
is stayed on thee: because he trusteth in thee” (Isaiah 26: 
3). In Philippians 4, Paul mentions the things that 
are blessed and says, ‘““Think on these things...and the 
God of peace shall be with you.” In Psalm 1, the Psalmist 
speaks of the man who will meditate in the law of 
God day and night and bring forth fruit. 

While Peter kept his eyes on Jesus, he walked victori- 
ously on the waves, but when he took his eyes from 
Jesus and gazed at the billows, he began to sink. When 
Jesus reached Peter’s side, He asked the question, “Oh, 
thou of little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt?” 

When a sinner comes for salvation, the devil will try 
to place doubt in his mind. Satan may whisper, “You are 
too big a sinner,” or “You have stayed away from God 
too long.” The sinner receives an experience when he 
takes a firm stand on the Word of God and refuses to 
heed those doubts suggested by the devil. In receiving the 
baptism in the Holy Spirit, it is essential that the same 
solid stand be taken on the Word of God. Every attack 
of the enemy must be resisted with the Sword of the Spirit, 
even as Jesus overcame Satan in the wilderness by firmly 
declaring. “It is written.” The enemy may come to the 
one seeking the baptism in the Spirit, and whisper, “It 
is not for you,” but the Word of God declares God’s 
promise to pour the Spirit “upon all flesh” (Acts 2:17). 
God's command is, “Be filled with the Spirit” (Ephesians 
5:18).

12. OVERCOMING FEAR 


ALTHOUGH A GREAT deal of space in the Word of God 
is given to the subject of faith, perhaps no verse ex- 
presses more vita] truth than Galatians 5:6, “Faith which 
worketh by love.” Because love is the driving force 
behind active faith, Paul writes in 1 Corinthians 13:13, 
“And now abideth faith, hope, love; these three: but the 
greatest of these is love.” 
Without faith, says the writer of Hebrews, we cannot 
_ please God. Without faith, says James, nothing is received! 
Fear is the opposite of faith, and many people through ig- 
norance of the Holy Spirit’s personality and ministry 
have been afraid of His supernatural work. The remedy 
for this fear, says John, is love. ““There is no fear in 
love; but perfect love casteth out fear’ (1 John 4:18). 
No one loves a stranger, but the more a person of integrity 
| is known, the more that person is loved. As the Word 
| of God reveals Christ, so the Word of God reveals the 
| personality and work of the Holy Spirit. As we become 
better acquainted with Him through God’s Word, a 
| confidence is instilled in our hearts, and from that love 
and confidence comes active faith. 


The Master, who knew the fear of the human heart 
toward the Holy Spirit, said: “If a son shall ask bread 
of any of you that is a father, will he give him a 
stone? or if he ask a fish, will he for a fish give him 
a serpent? Or if he shall ask an egg, will he offer him 
a scorpion? If ye then, being evil, know how to give 
good gifts unto your children, how much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to them that 
ask him?” (Luke 11:11-13). 
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As food and drink are essential to the growth and de- 
velopment of natural children, so the Holy Spirit’s min- 
istry is essential to the growth and development of spirit- 
ual children. In Luke 11:11-13, Christ compares the 
Holy Spirit to food; and in John 7:37-39, He compared the 
Holy Spirit to drink. In Hebrews 12:6 we read, “For whom 
the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and scourgeth every son 
whom he receiveth.” The Father who will chastise or 
correct his son never withholds from him food and 
drink which are essential to his growth and development. 
Every case in the Book of Acts of people being baptized 
in the Holy Spirit following the Day of Pentecost applies 
to new converts, because the coming of the Holy Spirit 
into their lives was essential to make them overcomers. 

God does not give His child the baptism in the Holy 
Spirit because he deserves such, but rather because of 
the need. In Romans 7, Paul speaks of the struggles 
in the life overcome by the flesh, and in Romans 8, Paul 
reveals the victory and blessing in the life of the over- 
comer in the power of the Holy Spirit. The key verse 
in Romans 8 in verse 13, “If ye through the Spirit do 
mortify the deeds of the body, ye shall live.” 

It is good to examine one’s heart and recognize the 
failures, but victory only comes when the eyes are turned 
on Jesus, who is the answer to those failures. Paul says in 
Hebrews 12:2, “Looking unto Jesus the author and finish- 
er of our faith.” The Christ who gave His blood to 
cleanse the sinner’s heart has also provided the baptism 
in the Holy Spirit to give power over sin. Every child 
of God is entitled to what the heavenly Father has 
provided to make him an overcomer, so “Cast not away 
therefore your confidence, which hath great recompense 
of reward” (Hebrews 10:35) . 
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13. ASK IN FAITH 


WHEN THE PHILIPPIAN jailer asked Paul and Silas, ““What 
must I do to be saved?” the answer came back in simple 
clarity, “Believe” (Acts 16:30,31). In Romans 10:10, 
we read, “For with the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness,” and in Ephesians 2:8, we read, “For by grace 
are ye saved through faith.” 

Many have struggled for salvation, waiting for feelings 
before being willing to believe the Word of God, and 


_ remorse and defeat were present until faith was placed 


in the Word of God. Charles Finney cried for salvation 
for days, and was only saved when he dared to believe 
God. Romans 5:1 declares. “Therefore being justified 
by faith, we have peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” Faith must come first, and feelings follow as 
a result of faith. 

In receiving healing for the body, Jesus said, “If thou 


_ wouldest believe, thou shouldest see the glory of God” 


(John 11:40). The scriptural order is clearly stated in 
Mark 16:17, 18), ““These signs shall follow them that 
believe; in my name shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues;...they shall lay hands 
on the sick, and they shall recover.” 

Many Christians have been willing to make a full 
confession of their sin and to ask God for the Holy Spirit, 
but they have been unwilling to believe that God would 
keep His word in granting the Holy Spirit. A faithless 
prayer is of little value. We read in James 1:6,7: “But 
let him ask in faith, nothing wavering, For he that 
wavereth is like a wave of the sea driven with the 
wind and tossed. For let not that man think that he 
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shall receive any thing of the Lord.” Hebrews 11:6 
firmly states: “But without faith it is impossible to 
please him; for he that cometh to God must believe 
that he is, and that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him.’ Peter emphasizes the importance 
of believing God in receiving the Holy Spirit when he 
says, “God gave them the like gift as he did unto us 
who believed” (Acts 11:17). And Paul asks the question 
of the Galatians, “This only would I learn of you, 
Received ye the Spirit by the words of the law, or 
by the hearing of faith?” (Galatians 3:2) . 

Faith is not just mental assent to existing facts; it is 
acting upon those facts. If God says a thing once, it is 
true. But if God repeats a statement four times in one 
chapter, He is certainly wanting to emphasize an im- 
portant truth. Four times in the second chapter of James 
we have the truth repeated, “Faith without works is 
dead.”” Appropriate faith is the faith that moves on 
the spoken word of God. Moses believed God’s Word 
that the Red Sea would part when he stretched forth 
his hand, but the waters did not part until Moses moved 
in obedience to the spoken word of God. Israel believed 
God’s word concerning Jericho, but the walls fell down 
only when in obedience to the spoken word of God, 
Israe] marched around the walls. Jesus could just as easily 
have placed wine in the earthen jugs of the wedding in 
Cana of Galilee, but God never works that way. He 
challenged men’s faith by asking them to fill the water- 
pots with water, and when men moved in obedience, the 
water became wine. The woman with the issue of blood 
said, “If I can but touch the hem of his garment, I will 
be healed,” but she only received her healing when she 
stretched forth her hand and touched Jesus in active 
appropriative faith. 
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14. YIELD YOURSELVES 


IN ROMANS 6:13, Paul says, “Yield yourselves unto God.” 
There is a great difference between God taking possession 
and man giving God possession. When God created man 
pure and sinless in the beginning, God gave him a will 
by which he could obey God or disobey God. Man, by 

an act of willful disobedience, turned aside from God’s 

commandment, and “By one man’s disobedience many 
were made sinners” (Romans 5:19) . 


When salvation was provided for man by the death of 
Jesus on Calvary, all of the accomplishments of Calvary 
were only of blessing to the man who by an act of: 
his own will came to the Cross to accept what Jesus 
had provided at great cost. God’s appeal to man was 
to his will. “Whosoever will, let him come.” “If any man 

will come after me, let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross, and follow me.” “If a man will purge 
himself from these, he shall be a vessel unto honour.” 


| In Romans 5:1, we read, “Therefore being justified 
by faith, we have peace with God.” To be “justified” 
| means to be just as though we had not sinned. Through 
the cleansing of the blood, man is just as clean in the 
sight of God as Adam was before the fall, but the 
receiving of salvation does not take away man’s will. 
Paul declares in Romans 7:25, “With the mind I myself 
serve the law of God.” 

No matter how far a man may go with God into 
the heights of spiritual experience never does God deprive 
him of his natural will, which is capable of manifesting 
obedience or disobedience. We hear the apostle frequently 
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use the term, “We are workers together with Him.” 
Even when one is baptized in the Holy Spirit with the 
evidence of speaking in other tongues, the Spirit of God 
has not taken possession, but rather man has given Him 
possession. The entire fourteenth chapter of First Co- 
rinthians is devoted to the various phases of the Holy 
Spirit’s ministry in the manifestation of speaking in 
other tongues. In speaking of the gift of tongues, Paul 
says: “If any man speak in an unknown tongue, let it 
be by two, or at the most by three, and that by course; 
and let one interpret. But if there be no interpreter, 
let him keep silence in the church; and let him speak 
to himself, and to God” (1 Corinthians 14:27, 28). The 
Corinthian believers had formed the erroneous conception 
that the baptized believer had no control over the man- 
ifestations of the Spirit. They failed to follow the divine 
pattern of the Scriptures and gave vent to misguided 
manifestations, bringing confusion to the assembly. The 
apostle firmly declared, ““The spirits of the prophets are 
subject to the prophets” (1 Corinthians 14:32). He ad- 
monished them to be not children in understanding 
(1 Corinthians 14:20). He exhorted that all things be 
done to edification, lest any so-called spiritual person of 
the Corinthian assembly consider his experience of greater 
authority than the Word. Paul climaxed his chapter of 
instruction by saying, “If any man think himself to be 
a prophet, or spiritual, let him acknowledge that the 
things that I write unto you are the commandments of 
the Lord” (1 Corinthians 14:37) . 


In speaking of the Spirit’s ministry in his own private 
prayer life, Paul indicated the importance of his own 
cooperative will by stating, “For if I pray in an unknown 
tongue, my spirit prayeth, but my understanding is un- 
fruitful. What is then? I will pray with the spirit, and 
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I will pray with the understanding also: I will sing with 
the spirit, and I will sing with the understanding also” 
(1 Corinthians 14:14, 15). 
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15. WALKING IN THE SPIRIT 


THERE ARE 32,000 promises in the Word of God, and 
each of them without exception depends on man’s meeting 
God’s challenge to receive or retain the divine blessing. 
“If I come unto him...he will in no wise cast me 
out.” “Draw nigh unto God...he will draw nigh unto 
you.” “If we walk in the light...the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all] sin.” Just as truly 
as God has laid down certain conditions for man to 
meet in receiving, so of equal importance is man’s re- 
sponsibility in meeting God’s conditions for retaining 
and appropriating the divine blessing. 

To the Galatians, Paul writes, “If you have been 
filled with the Spirit, then walk in the Spirit.” It is 
one thing to be filled with the Spirit, and it is another 
thing to walk in the Spirit. The apostle says, “But 
though our outward man perish, yet the inward man 
is renewed day by day” (2 Corinthians 4:16). The Co- 
rinthian believers had been filled with the Spirit but 
had failed to recognize the responsibility of walking in 
the Spirit. And so the apostle made a sad announcement, 
“Ye are yet carnal ...and walk as men” (1 Corinthians 
3:3)5 

No matter how much a man may receive from God 
in spiritual gifts, nothing is accomplished unless that man 
walks in the Spirit. For example, the Holy Spirit comes 
to guide the believer into all truth, but how can He 
accomplish this ministry in the life of the believer who 
will not study the Word of Truth? The Holy Spirit 
comes (Acts 1:8) to give us power to witness, but how 
can He empower the testimony of the man who neglects 
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to witness? Again, the Holy Spirit offers His great min- 
istry of assisting the believer in his prayer life, but how 
can He accomplish His work in this respect if the baptized 
believer neglects his prayer life, or ignores the Holy Spirit 
in his prayer life? No better illustration could be given 
than to say that the Baptism in the Holy Spirit represents 
divine equipment placed at the disposal of the believer 
by the Lord. To use this equipment wisely according 
to the divine pattern 1s to produce the fruit of the 
Spirit, and to neglect to use what God has given brings 
only reproach, not only on the believer, but often (un- 
justly) upon the Holy Spirit. In all of Paul’s correction 
to the Corinthian believers there is no inference that they 
had received a shallow Baptism or gifts that were not 
genuine. Paul’s entire correction is pointed at the character 
of the individual who failed to walk in the Spirit. 

God’s supreme purpose in giving to man the Holy 
Ghost is that He may produce the fruit of the Spirit, 
even as Jesus said, “Ye have not chosen me, but I have 
chosen you, and ordained you, that ye should go and 
bring forth fruit, and that your fruit should remain” 
(John 15:16). All of the gifts of God given in response 
to man’s consecration, are bestowed suddenly. Salvation 
came the moment man believed. We read in Acts 2:2, 4, 
“Suddenly there came a sound from heaven as of a 
rushing mighty wind, and it filled all the house where 
they were sitting . . . and they were all filled with the 

Holy Ghost,” Even the gifts of the Spirit may come in 
response to man’s immediate surrender and receptive 
faith. But the fruit of the Spirit is produced only as 
man walks in the Spirit, daily keeping the body in 

subjection and appropriating the divine gifts which God 

“has given. Nothing could be more plain than Paul’s 
statement: “Though I speak with the tongues of men 
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and of angels, and have not love, I am become as sounding 
brass, or tinkling cymbal. And though I have the gift 
of prophecy, and understand all mysteries, and all 
knowledge, and though I have all faith, so that I could 
remove mountains, and have not love, I am nothing” (1 
Corinthians 13:1, 2). 
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16. GIVING ACCOUNT 


No TRUTH IN THE Word of God is more clearly emphasized 
than stewardship. It is required of stewards that a man 
be found faithful. Jesus said, “To whom much is given, 
much is required.” It is true that God places more 
responsibility upon the shoulders of the man to whom 
He has entrusted the more. 

As salvation provides the believer with life eternal, so 
the baptism in the Holy Spirit provides him with power 
to win others. The Christian will never be judged for 
his sin—which has been confessed, forsaken, and forgiven— 
but he will most certainly be judged for his service. 
Although the gift of God is eternal life to every redeemed 
child, yet variations of reward are clearly indicated ac- 
cording to the service rendered. In 1 Corinthians 3:8, 
Paul says that every man will receive his own reward 
according to his own works. And in verses 13 to 15, he 


continues by saying: “Every man’s work shall be made 


manifest: for the day shall declare it, because it shall be 
revealed by fire; and the fire shall try every man’s work of 
what sort it is. If any man’s work abide which he hath built 
thereupon, he shall receive a reward. If any man’s work 
shall be burned, he shall suffer loss: but he himself shall 
be saved; yet so as by fire.” In 2 Corinthians 5:9, 10, 
the apostle again clearly states: “Wherefore we labour, 
that, whether present or absent, we may be accepted 
of him. For we must all appear before the judgment 
seat of Christ; that every one may receive the things 
done in his body, according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad.” 

Ten virgins went out to meet the bridegroom (Matthew 
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25). They all had lamps, but five neglected to add 
extra oil. In this same chapter, Jesus tells of the three 
servants who were given talents by their master. Rewards 
were given to those who used their talents, and judgment 
was meted to the one who neglected to use what was 
entrusted to him. “Therefore we ought to give the more 
earnest heed to the things which we have heard, lest 
at any time we should let them slip. For if the word 
spoken by angels were stedfast, and every transgression 
and disobedience received a just recompence of reward; 
how shall we escape, if we neglect so great salvation?’ 
(Hebrews 2:1-3). These words were written primarily 
for the Christian, and the more God entrusts to his 
child the greater becomes the sin of neglect. The apostle 
solemnly warns: “Know ye not that ye are the temple 
of God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth in your 
If any man defile the temple of God, him shall God 
destroy; for the temple of God is holy, which temple 
ye are” (1 Corinthians 3:16,17). It is God’s eternal 
will that every believer be baptized in the Holy Spirit 
and walk in the Spirit in order that he might produce 
the fruit of the Spirit. James writes, “Be patient therefore, 
brethren, unto the coming of the Lord. Behold, the 
husbandman waiteth for the precious fruit of the earth, 
and hath long patience for it, until he receive the early 
and latter rain” (James 5:7). John writes, “Hereby do 
we know that we know him, because we keep his com- 
mandments.”” The same Bible that declares, “Ye must 
be born again,” also commands, “Be filled with the 
Spirit!”
